‘MOSCOW ACCEPTS 


THE WASHINGTON politicians seem to think that 
they will be able to stall a Big Four peace settlement with 
new “spy and “atrocity” propaganda. 

The leaders in Washin are really desperate. They 
are not having any luck in balking a Big Four peace talk.

Why did Washing- 
ton’ send a note. to Moscow on a Big Four meeting if accept- 
ance of this note causes such pain in official circles? 

The answer is not too difficult. London and Paris 
know that Eisenhower was going to twist their arms on two 
issues—the German fascist army, and trade with China. 
The French fear the fascist army will attack them again 
as Chamberlain's “anti-Communist”: Nazis did th 1989, The 
British want to trade with China to help protect them from 
the economic crisis which they see coming from the U.S.A. 

Europe is afraid of the Dulles-sponsored new fascist 
army. Would such an army be of benefit to the U.S.A? 


_ Such an army would either attack France again, or march 
East again. In either case, it would be a menace to Amer-
